and to the punctual and honorable diſcharge of the public 
debts, to veſt the United States, in Congreſs afſembled, with 


power to levy and collect, for the uſe of the United States, 


certain duties on goods therein enumerated, and alfo a du- 


ty of five per centum ad valorem on all other goods at the
